L Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment filed on January 6, 2006. In the amendment 
claim 3 was canceled, and claims 1, 5, and 6 were amended. Currently, claims 1, 2, and 4-6 
remain in the examination. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. Items filed in IDS on May 4, 2004 are considered, and they will not be listed in the 
printed patent. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 2, and 4-6 are allowed. 

4. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
directed at an image-processing device reading images from a solid-state image pickup device. 
The image signal is output to the first shift register when a number of lines between the line for 
reading out image signal and the line for clearing image signals is equal to or less than a total 
number of lines in the matrix and a condition for picking up image is changed. The condition 
can be one of a change in a frame rate, a change in a shutter speed, and a change in a scanning 
direction. Such image processing device is not disclosed or suggested by the cited references.
